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The wasps belonging to the genus Lyvoda Say (Boston Journ. Nat. 
Hist. Vol. I, No. 4, p. 372, 1837) have been described from different 
parts of the world, notwithstanding the number of species is rather 
limited. .

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Lyroda japonica n. sp. l l 

This species is related to Lyroda venusta Bingham; but it is dis- 
tinguished from that species by its larger size, having golden pile on the. 
head and thorax and being devoid of silvery pile on the 4th abdominal 
segment above. It is also allied to L. formosa Smith but differs from 
that species in having the two basal abdominal segments black instead 
of red. 

Female. Length; body 12mm. and fore wing 8mm. Head wider 
than the thorax; clypeus anteriorly concave and the anterior. margin 
with 2 teeth at the middle and 3 in group on both sides; frons with | 
a mesal longitudinal furrow from the anterior ocellus reaching down 
to the base of the antennz; vertex finely punctate and somewhat 
impressed behind each posterior ocellus; clypeus, frons and vertex 
with dense golden pile; genz sparsely punctate and with silvery 
pile; mandibles incised on their lateral margin; the inner orbits nearly 
parallel; ocelli complete and round, arranged in a wide triangle. Thorax 
slightly longer and narrower than the abdomen and strongly depressed 
between the pro- and mesonota; pronotum posteriorly trilobate and 
anteriorly with a few trandsverse wrinkles; scutoprescutum having a 
longitudinal depression distinctly at the anterior mesal portion and 
depressed: indistinctly on each side of it; pronotum, lateral and caudal 
portions of the scutoprescutum, a part of tegulae, sides of the scutellum 
and metanotum bearing dense golden pile; pro-, meso- and metanota 
densely with fine punctures, tegulæ punctate proximad and shining 
impunctate distad. Propodeum distinctly separated into four faces by 
two lateral and one transverse strong ridges; anterior face having a 
distinct mesal carina provided with fine transverse and coarsé diagonal 
wrinkles diverging caudad; posterior face anteriorly with a mesal de- 
pression and transverse wrinkles; the faces of propodeum except the 
lateral bearing dense silvery pile especially at the anterior and posterior 
portions. Wings hyaline, brown and iridescent; the 3rd cubital cell 
wider on the radius than the 2nd (2:1); anal cell of the hind wings 
almost without macrotrichize. Coxee, trochanters, femora and the ven- 
tral side of the thorax covered with dense silvery pile; tibize and tarsi 
bearing brownish-yellow pubescence. Abdomen subpetiolate and glis- 
tening except the last 3 segments; basal segment with silvery pile 
above, the 2nd and 3rd on the posterior margins above except the 
middle portions also having silvery pile; the 5th with brownish-yellow 
pile above and the 4th and 5th densely with punctures; epipygium or 
pygidial area bearing reddish-brown scale-like pile densely. Generally 
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‘black; the proximal portions of mandibles, the distal portions of tegulæ, 
= apical spurs, claws, indistinct side spots on the 2nd abdominal sternum, 
ms margin of the epipygium and, somewhat, posterior margins of the ab- 
dominal sterna and terga reddish-brown. 

Male. Length; body 8mm. and fore wing 6mm. Body more 
slender than in the female. Dense pile on the thorax almost silvery. 
Anal cell of the hind wings partly with macrotrichiz.

The wasps are 
rare and it is very difficult to find their nests.
